Auto Tire Tax Cut. 
In 
completing consideration 
of 
the excise tax section Thursday, re­ 
ductions involving $23,000,000 loss 
in revenues were voted on the au­ 
tomobile taxes, the three percent 
tax cm automobile trucks and Wagg­ 
ons. the chassis of which sells for 
$1,000 or less, being repealed and 
the 5 per tent tax on automobile 
tires, part* and accessories being 
cut in half.

greatest number of legislators in 
the present session of the Oklahoma 
legislature. 
According to the book of rules 
issued by the house, 14 member/? 
of that body were bom in Mis­ 
souri and five of the senators first 
saw the light in the “Sho& Me” 
state.

Ten house members were born in 
Arkansas and one senator. Okla­ 
homa has nine native sons in the 
house and four in the senate, Tex­ 
as supplied as many house mem­ 
bers as Oklahoma and gave three 
to the upper body. 
There are four women in the 
legislature: Mrs. Anna Laske/, Ok­ 
lahoma City; Mrs. Lulu D. Ander­ 
son, Creek county and Mrs. Edith 
Mitchell, Payne 
county, 
in 
the 
house and Mrs. L. Looney in the 
senate. Mrs. Looney is from Hoi IL-, 
Harmon county. " 
J. 
Woody Dixon, Love senility, 
and J. M. Thompson, Garvin county, 
students at the University of Okla 
boma, are the youngest members of 
the lower house. They are 23 years 
old. Courtland M. Feuquay, Chand­ 
ler, and H. N. Langley, Pryor, both 
32, are the “ babies” of tho senate.
